locomotive, derailed by the impact, 
overturned on its side.. The body 
of the fireman was recovered soon 
after daybreak, but that of the en- 
gineer was not taken from tne 
wreckage until after 9 o'clock. 
The injured man was described as 
Thompson or Johnson of St. Joseph, 
Mo baggageman in the first car 
behind the tender.

EGG MEN ATTACK 


FUTURES TRADING 


Slate 
Poultry 
Association Takes 


Stand at Session Here; Weaver 


Speaks at Banquet. 


Condemning all trading ou fu- 
tures in the egg industry as a 
wasteful practice destructive 
ol 
legitimate trade rights and harm- 
ful to the public, the Nebraska 
Poultry and Egg association, meet- 
ing in annual convention at the 
Cornhusker Friday, went on record 
as opposing sales by "non-owners" 
of eggs. More than seventy-fhe 
members of the organization were 
present. 


It was resolved by the convention 
that all of the marketing exchanges 
be requested to so modify then 
ruies as to prevent, hereafter, all 
future trading or oflers to trade m 
eggs except and only when such 
sale or oiler is made m quantity ol 
a submitted bona fide warehouse 
receipt showing actual ownership of 
the eggs. It was further ordered 
that a copy ol this resolution be 
sent to each exchange on which 
eggs are sold in the state. 


Will Display Prices. 


The association voted unanimous- 
ly to extend an expression of ap- 
preciation to the New York Mer- 
cantile Exchange for its action in 
temporarily modifying its rules so 
as to stop such practices. This was 
coupled with the expressed desire of 
the convention that the modifica- 
tion in rules be made permanent 
"and that said exchange use their 
best efforts to bring about 
lijce 
changes in rules on all exchanges 
where future sales in non-existing 
eggs or oy non-owners are per- 
mitted." 
It was also urged m resolutions 
passed at 
the convention that 
grocers and marketers of eggs be 
asked to publicly and freely pub- 
lish, display and announce prices, 
that the present low price ol eggs 
may be widely known 
The asso- 
ciation pledged itself to carry out 
a general campaign to induce a 
wide-spread increase in the con- 
sumption of eggs. 


Weaver Speaks. 


The convention was closed by a 
banquet 
f e a t u r i n g 
Governor 
Weaver, who spoke to more than 
150 on the improvement of rivers 
to bring popoulation to the middle- 
west and also to cheapen the cost 
of transportation. He also stated 
that with the agriculture resources 
of Nebraska, the state holds a 
splendid position in rank of produc- 
tion with other states.

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OUT IN THE OPEN. 


The real objectives of the Boulder dam project have 


seen brought out in the open at last. During the 
'ong fight waged in congress over authorizing an ap- 
iroprlation of 4165,000,000 of tax funds to cover the 
expenses of the undertaking, the country heard much 
about the flood perils in the lower Colorado river val- 
ley. 
It was said that loss of life, and the appalling 


destruction of property of thousands of farm homes 
might be the penalty for failure to take the Colorado 
under control. 


But in the announcement of civil service examina- 


tions to IU1 positions created by actual construction 
of the Boulder Dam project, this statement appears in 
the bulletin from Washington: "This huge task has 
three purposes, namely, reclamation of arid lands, 
power development and flood control." It would ap- 
pear that the safety and protection of people, who 
settled in the lower Colorado -river valley, is of far 
less importance than making a desert bloom or sup- 
plying cheap power to the city of Los Angeles and 
other California cities. 


It Is not the Boulder Dam project but' the methods 


employed to ram it through congress, and the prece- 
dent which it establishes, which are seriously open to 
question. There is something inspiring in the, cour- 
age of a people to overcome the natural obstacles 
placed In their path. Every reclamation project is a 
declaration of war against perverse and obstinate na- 
ture. To reclaim the sun scorched, parched desert, 
and to make it bloom and produce "Is a goal which 
may justly claim the enthusiasm and support of the 
entire nation. 


Even the fact we are at this time suffering from 


an over production of grain and most everything else 


• which comes from the farm might be overlooked. 


There .will be a day when the American people will 
be glad they have Boulder Dam. They will have need 
of the produce which conies from the rich farms along 
the lower Colorado. Years ago, however, the federal 
government definitely adopted a reclamation plan. 
Under its provisions thousands of acres of sandy soil 
in the western and northwestern part of Nebraska 
have been made to produce. In every Instance, here- 
tofore, the benefited lands have been compelled to 
hear a part ; of the- cost of the improvement 


What irritates In connection with Boulder Dam Is 


the fact that while North Plaite valley citizens in Ne- 
braska have been hard pressed during the last ten 
;ears to pay their assessments for irrigation, those in- 
terested in the Boulder Dam project will tap the fed- 
eral treasury for the full amount of the development. 
If the Boulder Dam farmer is to have the water 
brought to his land without cost, paying only yearly 
maintenance charges, then in all fairness the De- 
partment of Interior should adopt a similar policy 
with respect 'to the irrigation projects In western Ne- 
braska. There is no equity in the government doing 
for a favored section what it has consistently refused 
to do in earlier reclamation development. 


Boulder Dam. it has been estimated, will cost $165,- 


000,000. With the sole exception of the Panama canal 
it "Presents the greatest engineering project ever 
undertaken by the federal government. The chances 
arc that it will cost much more than $165,000.000 be- 
fore it is completed. That ha* been the experience in 
private as well as public undertakings. Ordinarily the 
costs run far in excess of the original computations. 
in the case of land owners in the North Platte dis- 
trict assessments were more than double what the 
people had been led to believe they would be 


But Boulder Dam will not entail too great » price 


in the event Its full possibilities are realized as un- 
doubtedly they will be. The soil in the valley "toe

AN AVOIDABLE DANGER TO CHILDREN. 


Several years ajo, after a series of fatal automobile 


accidents had occurred on the streets of Lincoln with 
children as the victims, the board of education and 
the city commission took Joint action to wfeguard 
boys and girls on their way to and 
from school 


against a recurrence of these sad incidents. Present 
regulations, which provide for placing temporary stop 
signs at intersections near buildings when the young 
folks are arriving at or leaving school, have brought 
very good results. Watchfulness of teachers over the 
younger pupils has also helped a great deal. 


There still remains, however, a condition not with- 


in the control of school authorities which ought to be 
corrected before additional juvenile deaths take place. 
This is the habit of children playing in the street near 
their homes outside of school hours. Regardless of 
what may be said about the right of boys and girls 
to have their fun—a right which nobody will dispute 
—there Is no good reason for permitting them to ex- 
pose themselves to the risk of being killed or maimed 
by indulging m pastimes in the path of moving ve- 
hicles. 


Where parents fail to look after their offspring, it 


i» not surprising to see comparatively small children 
playing tag and other games on the pavement. Of 
course, when so engaged, they lose all sense of dan- 
ger and are just as likely as not to run in front of an 
approaching car, or perhaps to crash into it from the 
side. Since drivers are not all so careful as they 
might be, and some brakes are not in such condition 
as to respond Immediately to pressure on a foot pedal, 
the hazard involved in street sports Is quite apparent. 


Even boys in their teens who get out in the streets 


and throw or kick footballs ar#und are not immune 
from the tendency to disregard their precarious situa- 
tion. An ambitious youth intent on catching a for- 
ward pass or a punt is apt to get himself Into a dan- 
gerous situation. That no serious casualty of this kind 
has taken place recently is due more to good fortune 
than anything else. But some day it is bound to 
happen: and when it does there will be another pub- 
lic outcry against the authorities who allow the 
streets to be used as playgrounds. 


The authorities must accept their share of blame 


for anything of this kind which may occur. However, 
they are not the only ones at fault. Fathers and 
mothers who allow their children to indulge in street 
games have the primary responsibility in the matter. 
Far better would it be to keep the youngsters inside 
then- own yards, even at the sacrifice of healthful ex- 
ercise, than to let them go where they may be struck 
down and left dead or crippled for life. 


But it is not necessary to deprive the boys and girls 


of their play hi order to preserve them from danger. 
Lincoln Is not such a congested city that places for 
sport and recreation are lacking. There are many 
spacious backyards and vacant lots, and every school- 
house yard is available as a public playground after 
school hours. There are also the municipal parks, the 
American Legion square, and other spots available for 
open air activities of children. 


Now is the time, before any fatal accident has taken 


place, to put a curb on the dangerous practice of 
playing in the streets. Police and parents should co- 
operate in stopping it before some unfortunate child 
is run down.

CONSTEUCTITE ECONOMICS. 


There are those who think that nothing can be 


done to alter the conditions of supply and demand 
which bring about peculiar economic conditions— 
that man must forever remain the slave of pendu- 
lum-like reactions in the business world. The busi- 
ness depression which followed the phenomenal pros- 
perity period from 1923 to 1929 has seemed to the 
more pessimistically inclined a convincing evidence 
of their theory. 


A study of some of the recent data- compiled by 


the department of commerce and outlined In a talk 
by Dr. Julius Klein, assistant secretary of the depart- 
ment, furnishes an unexpected revelation of what 
constructive economics can do to relieve an unpleas- 
ant situation. 


That it has been relieved is evident to all observers 


of general business conditions, despite the fact that 
th« country has not made a complete adjustment 
from the collapse, largely psychological which many 
felt occurred. 


Dr. Klein presents an interesting review of what 


has been done in the way of construction to aid the 
1930 situation. It is generally believed that all busi- 
nesses suffered a great falling off in 1930. The com- 
merce official, however, points out that over four 
hundred million dollars more was spent during the 
first six months of 1930 for public works and utilities 
construction than in the same period of 1929. 


"That extra four hundred million dollars translated 


into bricks and lumber and mortar and jobs all over 
the country most certainly did ease the whole busi- 
ness situation," declares Dr. Klein. 


The figures are interesting. This country, in the 


first half of the present year, spent- more than $360,- 
000,000 in highway construction. It expended nearly 
two hundred millions for school buildings. Pipelines 
constructed during the period cost =$105,000,000. Rail- 
way construction 
Including railway bridges cost 


$130,000,000 and other bridges cost $85,000,000. Public 
building saw the expenditure of $62,000,000. Sewerage 
systems cost $50,000,000 and water-front developments 
$42.000,000. 


These activities represented a substantial contribu- 


tion to that wage return which is the only funda- 
mental insurance of good business—a reasonable dis- 
tribution of the capacity to buy. It could not be ex- 
pected that everything would recover at once. Drain 
a man's financial resources and he must have time 
to recover even after he has a job before he can be 
the potential buyer he once was. But these activities 
did represent a substantial contribution of directive 
effort to relieve unemployment. 


Indirectly they helped Nebraska by improving the 


general business tone of the nation as a whole. Add 
to this general deration of attitude and of situation 
throughout the country, the splendid agricultural 
year which Nebraska has experienced and its mani- 
fold opportunities to realize on its production this 
year, and the reasons for abundant optimism as to 
the prospects for Nebraska for the coming year are 
evident.

iro prlatlo n o f 1165.000.000 o f tax funds to co vcf the 
nxpenws o f the undertaking, the co untry heard much 
abo ut the flo o d perils in the lo wer Co lo rado river v» l- 
ley. 
It was said th at lo ss o f life, and the •ppo llini 
destructio n o f pro perty o f tho usands o f farm ho mes 
might be the penalty ftnr failure to take the Co lo rado 
under co ntro l. 
But In the anno uncement o f civil service exam ina­ 
tio n* to fill po sitio ns created by actual co nstructio n 
o f the Bmjider Dam pro ject, this statem ent appears in 
the bulletin fro m W ashingto n: ‘’This huge task has 
three purpo ses, namely, reclamatio n o f arid lands,

Sevaral yaars ago . after a series o f fatal auto mo bile 
accidents had o ccurred o n tne streets o f Linco ln with 
children as the victims, the bo ard o f educatlpn and 
the city co mmissio n to o k Jo int actio n to safeguard 
bo ys and girls o n their way 
to and 
fro m 
scho o l 
against a recurrence o f these sad Incidents. Present 
regulatio ns, which pro vide fo r placing tempo rary sto p 
signs a t interaactio na near buildings when the yo ung 
fo lks are arriving at o r leaving scho o l, have bro ught 
very go o d résulta. W atchfulness o f teachers o ver the 
yo unger pupils has also helped a great deal. 
There still remains, ho wever, a co nditio n ncA w ith­ 
in the co ntro l o f scho o l autho rities which o ught to be 
co rrected befo re additio nal Juvenile deaths take place. 
This is the habit o f children playing in the street near 
their ho mes o utside o f scho o l ho urs. 
Regardless o f 
what may be said abo ut the right o f bo ys and girls 
to have their fun—a right which no bo dy will dispute 
—there is no go o d reaso n fo r perm itting them to ex­ 
po se themselves to the risk o f being killed o r maimed 
by indulging in pastimes in the path o f mo ving ve­ 
hicles. 
Where parents fail to lo o k after their o ffspring, it 
it no t surprising to see co mparatively small children 
playing tag and o ther games o n the pavement. Of 
co urse, when so engaged, they lo se all sense o f dan­ 
ger and are just as likely as no t to run In fro nt o f an 
appro aching car, o r perhaps to crash into it fro m the 
side. 
Since drivers are no t 
all .so careful as they 
m ight be, and so me brakes are no t in such co nditio n 
as to respo nd immediately to pres.sure o n a fo o t pedal, 
the hazard invo lved In atreet spo rts is quite apparent. 
Even bo ys in their teens who get o ut in the streets 
and thro w o r kick fo o tballs araund are no t immune 
fro m the tendency to disregard their precario us situa­ 
tio n. An ambitio us yo uth intent o n catching a fo r­ 
ward pttss o r a punt is apt to get himself Into a dan­ 
gero us Situatio n. T hat no serio us casualty o f this kind 
has taken place recently is due mo re to go o d fo rtune 
than anything else.

H ie autho rities m ust accept tiuir share o f blame 
f(W anytliing o f this kind which may o ccur.

mo thers who allo w their children to indulge in street 
games have the primary respo nsibility In the m atter. 
Far better wo uld it be to keep the yo ungstara inslda 
their o wn yards, even at the sacrifice o f healthful ex­ 
ercise, than to let them go where they may be struck 
do wn and left dead o r crippled fo r life. 
But It is no t necessary to deprive the bo ys and girls 
o f their play in o rder to preserve them fro m danger. 
Linco ln is no t such a co ngested city th a t places fo r 
spo rt and recreatio n are lacking. 
There are many 
spacio us backyards and vacant lo ts, and every scho o l- 
ho use yard is avaikible as a public playgrmmd after 
scho o l ho urs. There are also the municipal parks, the
